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ACCOUNT,  &c. 

IN  that  extent  of  territory  which,  through  the  Providence  of 
God,  is  now  the  fovereign  Domain  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  an  attentive  obferyer  cannot  but  behold  the  foun¬ 
dations  of  an  Empire  laid,  which  promifes  to  enlarge  itfelf  to 
vail:  ditnenfions,  and  to  become  the  happy  means  of  diffufing 
Knowledge,  Liberty  and  Happinejs ,  through  every  other  part  of 
this  American  continent. 

In  a  commercial  view,  it  is  almoft  needlefs  to  mention  the  great 
and  growing  importance  of  thefe  dates;  on  account  of  their 
rich  variety  of  foil  andproduce,  their  length  of  fea-coaft  andother 
conveniences  of  navigation,  both  internal  and  external.  From 
this  variety  fprings  likewife  one  of  the  firft  of  earthly  bleffings 
-—A  Bleffing,  perhaps,  not  known  in  an  equal  degree  by  any 
other  people,  living  in  the  fame  community  or  foederal  union, 
throughout  the  globe— -We  have  the  faff  of  life-— Bread  in 
abundance,  not  only  for  ourfelves,  and  the  immenfe  number  of 
induftrious  fettlers,  conflantly  flowing  in  among  us  from  differ¬ 
ent  parts  of  the  old  world  ;  but  likewife  for  exportation  to  fupply 
the  wants  of  others,  and  to  multiply  the  fources  and  channels 
of  our  trade.  Nor  is  there  a  probability,  under  the  favour  of 
Heaven,  and  a  due  exertion  of  our  skill  and  indullry  (as  the 
experience  of  near  two  hundred  years  can  tell  us)  that  we  fliall 
ever  fufFer,  through  fcarcity  or  want.  For,  in  fuch  an  extend¬ 
ed  country,  and  with  fuch  variety  of  foil  and  climate,  if  the 
produ&ions  of  one  kind,  or  of  one  part  of  the  country,  fhould' 
fail,  there  will  remain  a  fufiiciency  of  the  other  kinds,  and  thofe 
the  far  greater  part,  unlefs  (thro’  the  direction  of  Providence 
for  its  own  wife  purpofes)  a  revolution  of  feafons  fhcruld  take 
place,  whereof  neither  part  experience  or  memory  can  fuggeft 
any  example  or  precedent. 

Nor  are  the  foil  and  climate  thus  favourable  to  the  producti¬ 
ons  of  the  earth  only ;  but  likewife  to  all  the  belt  powers,  both 
of  body  and  mind  in  the  human  fpecies ;  nurfing  up  a  race  of 
bold  and  hardy  men ;  who  in  the  vindication  and  eftabliihmcnt 
of  their  native  rights  and  independence,  have  given  the  molt  il- 
luftrious  proofs  of  their  wifdom,  valour  and  magnanimity  during 
a  long  and  arduous  contelt  with  one  of  the  molt  powerful  na¬ 
tions  upon  earth.  And  with  the  like  exertions  of  virtue  and 
public  lpirit,  looking  up  to  God  as  our  protector  and  Guide,  we 
need  have  but  little  to  fear  from  any  future  wars  of  the  old 
world  or  the  new— fhould  war,  in  ages  hence  continue  to  be  the 
unc/mflian  mode  of  arbitrating  the  differences  of  Cllriftian  na¬ 
tions  !

But,  we  may  truft,  the  time  is  not  diftant  when  “  Violence 
“  fhall  no  more  be  heard  upon  earth;  when  nation  fihall  not 
11  lift  up  fword  againft  nation,  neither  fhall  they  learn  war  any 
u  more.”  As  a  prelude  to  that  happy  period,  which  (we  are 
a  {lured)  fhall  yet  come,  may  not  thefe  American  Bates,  even 
now,  <c  beat  their  fwords  into  plough-ihares,  and  their  fpears 
into  pruning- hooks?”  Remote  as  we  are  in  fituation,  may  we 
not  keep  ourfelves  alike  remote  in  our  inclination,  from  the  in¬ 
trigues,  the  ambition  and  the  quarrels  of  the  other  powers  of 
the  world ;  yielding  as  great  a  proof  of  moderation  in  peace  as 
of  magnanimity  in  war? 

The  idea  is  truly  animating,  and  in  the  hope  of  its  being 
realized,  a  friend  to  mankind  cannot  but  adore  that  Providence 
which  (in  portioning  out  the  countries  of  the  new  world  among 
the  nations  of  the  old)  gave  that  part  of  America,  which  feems 
ordained  to  preheminence  of  improvement  above  the  reft,  to 
an  enlightened  and  civilized  people— profefllng  themfelves  the 
votaries  of  knowledge  and  freedom  in  their  pureft  and  moft 
improved  Bate.  For  however  flattering  it  may  be  to  confider 
the  growth  of  thefe  rifmg  Jlates  as  tending  to  encreafe  the  wealth 
and  commerce  of  the  world;  they  are  to  be  confidered  in  ano¬ 
ther  more  ferious  view,  as  ordained  to  enlarge  the  fphere  of 
Humanity.  In  that  view  the  great  interefts  of  civil  liberty, 
the  parent  of  every  other  focial  blefling,  will  not  be  forgotten; 
but  every  true  citizen  of  thefe  ftates  will  confider  himfelf  as  a 
chofen  inftrument  for  fupporting  her  caufe  in  the  new  world,  at 
a  time  when  drooping  or  decaying  in  the  old;  and  will  accord¬ 
ingly  rejoice  to  water  the  tender  plant  that  hath  taken  root 
among  us,  and  to  rear  and  ihelter  it  from  the  Jlorm,  till  it  fhoot 
up  into  a  great  tree,  “  fending  forth  its  boughs  unto  the  ocean, 
and  its  branches  to  the  utmoft  rivers.”  But,  in  this  great  work, 
we  are  not  to  truft  to  the  moft  fuccefsful  ftruggles  either  againft 
foreign  or  domeftic  enemies,  nor  yet  to  the  beft  conftituted 
forms  of  government  for  the  prefervation  of  our  civil  or  religi¬ 
ous  rights.  We  muft  ftrive  to  maintain  our  own  virtue — We 
muft  avoid  the  fnares  of  luxury,  venality  and  corruption  among 
ourfelves.  We  muft  regard  the  great  concerns  of  religion  and 
another  world.  We  muft  attend  to  the  rifing  generation.  The 
fouls  of  our  youth  muft  be  nurfed  up  to  the  love  of  liberty  and 
klowledge;  and  their  bofoms  warmed  with  a  facred  and  enlight¬ 
ened  zeal  for  every  thing  that  can  blefs  or  dignify  their  fpecies. 

In  fhort,  lafting  provifions  muft  be  made,  by  good  educati¬ 
on,  for  training  up  a  fucceflion  of  Patriots,  Lawgivers,  Sages  and 
Divines ;  for  liberty7 will  not  deign  to  dwell,  but  where  her 
fair  companion  knowledge  flourilhes^  by  her  fide;  nor  can 
government  be  duly  aftminiftered  but  where  the  principles  of 
! Religion,  Juflice ,  Virtue,  Sobriety,  and  Obedience  for  conscience- 
sake,  are  upheld. 
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Every  well-regulated  Seminary  of  Learning,  therefore,  that 
promifes  to  exalt  the  genius  of  our  country,  and  to  become  the 
means  of  diffufing  ufeful  knowledge  ftili  further  and  wider  over 
this  great  continent,  ihould  be  an  objeft  of  general  regard, 
wherefoever  it  is  founded;  for  in  this  refpeft,  we  have  but  one 
common  intereft  to  purfue. 

It  is  hoped,  then,  that  we  may  now  have  leave  to  mention 
“  Washington-College,  in  the  ftate  of  Maryland,”  as  an  in- 
ftitution  of  this  kind,  well  worthy  of  the  encouragment  of  the 
public  in  its  prefent  infant-ftate,  and  more  efpecially  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  Peninjula  for  whofe  more  immediate  advantage 
it  is  founded. 

Altho’  fome  confiderable  provifipn  had  been  made  by  former 
Legislatures  of  Maryland  for  the  rudiments  of  learning  in  coun¬ 
ty  fchools,  yet  the  ftate  had  been  long  without  any  public  Temi- 
nary  of  univerfal  learning  for.  the  benefit  of  youth,  as  is  fet  forth 
more  at  large  intheaclfor  founding  this  college;  a  copy  of  which 
follows,  viz. 


An  ACT  for  founding  a  College  at  Chejler^ 
[In  Maryland .] 

\7[7hEREAS  Inftitutions  for  the  liberal  education  of  youth 
VV  in  the  principles  of  virtue,  knowledge,  and  ufeful  lite¬ 
rature,  are  of  the  higheft  benefit  to  fociety,  in  order  to  raife 
up  and  perpetuate  a  fucceflion  of  able  and  honeft  men  for  dif- 
charging  the  various  offices  and  duties  of  the  community,  both 
civil  and  religious,  with  ufefulnefs  and  reputation ;  and  fuch  in¬ 
stitutions  of  learning  have  accordingly  merited  and  received  the 
attention  and  encouragement  of  the  wifeft  and  bell:  regulated 
ftates. 

AND  WHEREAS  former  legislatures  of  this  ftate  have,  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  beft  abilities,  laid  a  confiderable  foundation  in 
this  good  work,  in  fundry  laws  for  the  eftablifhment  and  encou¬ 
ragement  of  county  fchools,  for  the  ftudy  of  “  Latin,  Greek , 
Writing,  and  the  like;”  intending,  as  their  future  circumftances 
might  permit,  to  engraft  or  raife,  on  the  foundation  of  faid 
fchools,  more  extenfive  Seminaries  of  learning,  by  erecting  one 
or  more  Colleges  or  places  of  univerfal  ftudy,  not  only  in  the 
learned  languages,  but  in  philofophy,  divinity,  law,  phyfic,  and 
other  ufeful  and  ornamental  arts  and  fciences. 

AND  WHEREAS  this  great  and  laudable  undertaking  hath 
been  retarded  by  fundry  incidents  of  a  public  nature,  but  chiefly 
by  the  great  difficulty  of  fixing  a  fituation  on  either  fliore  of 
this  ftate,  for  a  feminary  of  univerfal  learning,  which  might  be 
B  of 
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of  equal  benefit  and  convenience  to  the  youth  of  both  fhores; 
and  it  having  been  reprefented  to  this  General  Alfembly,  that 
it  would  probably  tend  mod  to  the  immediate  advancement  of 
literature  in  this  ftate,  if  the  inhabitants  of  each  fhore  lhould- 
be  left  to  confult  their  own  convenience,  in  founding  and  freely 
endowing  a  college  or  feminary  of  general  learning  each  for 
themfelves,  under  the  fanttion  of  law;  which  two  colleges  or 
or  feminaries,  if  thought  mod:  conducive  to  the  advancement 
of  learning,  religion  and  good  government,  may  afterwards,  by 
common  confent,  when  duly  founded  and  endowed,  be  united 
under  one  fupreme  legiflative  and  vifitatorial  jurifdi&ion,  as 
diftintt  branches  or  members  of  the  fame  State  University, 
notwithstanding  their  diftance  of  fituation. 

AND  WHEREAS  JoJeph  Nicholfon,  James  Anderfon,  John  Scotty 
William  Bordley,  and  Peregrine  Lethrbury ,  Efquires,  William  Smithy 
Doctor  in  Divinity,  and  Benjamin  Chambers,  Ef quire ,  the  prefent 
Vifitors  of  Kent  county  fchool,  in  the  town  of  Chefter,  have 
reprefented  to  this  General  Alfembly,  “  That  the  faid  fchool 
hath  of  late  increafed  greatly  by  an  acceffion  of  ftudents  and 
fcholars,  from  various  parts  of  the  Eaftern  Shore  of  this  ftate, 
and  the  neighbouring  Delaware  ftate;  there  being  now  about 
one  hundred  and  forty  fludents  and  fcholars  in  the  faid  fchool,  and 
the  number  expetted  foon  to  increafe  to  at  leaft  two  hundred',— 
and  that  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  Englilh,  French,  Writ¬ 
ing,  merchants  accounts,  and  the  different  branches  of  Mathe¬ 
matics  are  thaught  in  the  fame,  under  a  fufficient  number  of 
able  and  approved  Mafters;  that  fundry  of  the  Undents  are  pre¬ 
paring,  and  defirous,  to  enter  upon  a  courfe  of  philofophy,  and 
muft  repair  to  fome  other  ftate,  at  a  very  grievous  and  incon¬ 
venient  expence,  to  finiih  their  education,  unlefs  they,  the  faid 
Vifitors,  are  enabled  to  enlarge  the  plan  of  the  faid  fchool,  by 
engrafting  thereon,  a  fyftem  of  liberal  education  in  the  arts 
and  fciences,  and  providing  neceffary  books  and  apparatus,  with 
an  additional  number  of  Mafters  and  Profeffors And  the  faid 
Vifitors  have  further  expreffed  their  affurance,  that  if  they  were 
made  capable  in  law  of  erefting  the  faid  fchool  into  a  college 
or  general  feminary  of  learning,  for  the  Eaftern  Shore  or  Pen- 
infula  between  the  bays  of  Chefapeake  and  Delaware,  (main¬ 
taining  the  original  defign  of  the  faid  fchool,  as  a  foundation 
not  to  be  violated)  very  confiderable  fums  could  be  raifed  in  a 
few  years  within  the  faid  peninfula,  by  free  and  voluntary  con¬ 
tributions,  for  the  eftablifhment  and  fupport  of  fuch  feminary; 
And  have  accordingly  prayed ,  that  a  law  may  be  palled  to  ena¬ 
ble  them  the  faid  Vifitors  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  faid  fchool 
into  a  college,  or  place  of  univerfal  learning,  with  the  ufual 
privileges.  Now  this  General  Alfembly  taking  the  faid  petition 
into  their  ferious  confideration,  and  l?eing  defirous  to  encourage 
and  promote  knowledge  within  this  ftate,  have  agreed  to  enact, 

and 
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and  Be  it  enatted  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Maryland ,  That  the 
faid  Jofeph  Nicholfon,  James  Anderfon,  John  Scott,  William 
Bordley,  Peregrine  Lethrbury,  William  Smith,  and  Benjamin 
Chambers,  the  prefent  Vifitors  of  Kent  county  fchool,  and  their 
fuccelTors,  ihall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  ereft  the  faid 
fchool  into  a  college  or  feminary  of  univerfal  learning,  and  to  in- 
creafe  the  number  of  Vifitors  and  Governors  thereof  to  twenty- 
four,  in  manner  following ;  that  is  to  fay, 

Firfi.  The  faid  faid  Vifitors  of  Kent  county  fchool,  and  thei,r 
fuccelTors,  for  and  during  the  term  of.  five  years  next  after  the 
^palling  of  this  ad,  are  hereby  empowered  and  made  capable  to 
receive  contributions  and  fubfcriptions  for  the  faid  intended  col¬ 
lege  or  feminary  of  univerfal  learning,  of  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons  who  may  be  willing  to  promote  fo  good  a  defign;  and  in 
cafe  any  number  or  denomination  of  contributors  in  any  county 
of  the  Eaftern  Shore  of  this  ftate,  or  of  the  peninfula  afore- 
faid,  in  the  neighbouring  ftates,  ihall  fubfcribe  and  engage  to 
pay  towards  the  founding  and  fupporting  the  faid  intended  col¬ 
lege,  any  fum  not  lefs  than  five  hundred  pounds  current  money, 
payable  in  Spaniih  milled  dollars,  or  the  value  thereof,  as  the 
fame  may  be  at  the  times  of  payment,  in  good  merchantable 
wheat  or  tobacco,  the  faid  Vifitors  and  their  fuccelTors,  may 
covenant  and  agree  with  fuch  fubfcribers  and  contributors, 
that  there  lhall  be  one  Vifitor  and  Governor  of  the  faid  college, 
chofen  for  ever  out  of  fuch  county,  for  every  five  hundred 
pounds  of  fpecie  fo  fubfcribed  and  paid,  or  fecured  to  be  paid, 
towards  founding  and  fupporting  the  faid  college,  and  that  the 
„  firfi:  election  of  every  fitch  county  Vifitor  and  Governor  of  the 
faid  college,  lhall  be  made  by  the  fubfcribers  and  contributors 
in  the1  county,  within  three  months  after  the  fum  of  five  hun¬ 
dred  pounds,  or  the  value  thereof,  lhall  be  fubfcribed  and  paid, 
or  fecured  to  be  paid  as  aforefaid;  and  due  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  election  lhall  be  given  to  the  fubfcribers  and  con¬ 
tributors  in  every  county,  in  fuch  form  and  manner  as  ihall  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  Vifitors  of  Kent  county  fchool,  and  fet  forth 
in  the  preamble  of  the  fubfcription  papers,  which  the  faid  Vi¬ 
fitors  ihall  fend  into  the  feveral  counties  for  obtaining  fubfcrip¬ 
tions  towards  founding  and  a  fupporting  the  faid  college. 

Secondly.  If  the  Vifitors  of  any  county  fchool  on  the  faid 
Eaftcrn  Shore,  for  the  more  effeftual  advancement  of  ufeful 
knowledge,  and  the  better  promoting  the  good  purpofes  for 
which  fuch  county  fchools  were  originally  founded,  ihall  be 
defirous  to  engraft  and  confolidate  the  funds  and  eftate  of  fuch 
county  fchool,  or  any  part  or  parts  of  the  fame  with  the  funds 
and  eftate  of  the  faid  intended  college,  the  Vifitors  of  Kent 
county  fchool,  for  and  during  the  term  of  five  years  next  after 
pafling  this  aft,  (unlefs  the  faid  college  is  fooner  eftablilhed 

agieeable 
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agreeably  to  the  tenor  hereof)  and  the  Vifitors  and  Governors 
of  the  college,  at  any  time  after  the  fame  fhall  be  fo  eftabliihed, 
fhall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  treat  and  agree  with  the 
Vifitors  of  fuch  county  fchool,  and  to  allow  one  Vifitor  and 
Governor  of  the  college,  to  be  for  ever  chofen  from  among  the 
inhabitants  of  fuch  county,  for  every  five  hundred  pounds  which 
any  fuch  county  fchools  may  contribute  towards  founding  and 
fupporting  the  faid  college,  the  nrft  choice  to  be  in  the  Vifitors 
of  luch  county  fchool ;  or  in  eonfideration  of  the  faid  five 
hundred  pounds  contribution,  or  of  any  fum  or  eftate  of  greater 
or  lefs  value,  that  may  be  thus  given  by  any  county  fchool,  to¬ 
wards  the  faia  college;  any  other  privileges  and  advantages,  in  * 
refpect  to  the.  education  of  the  youth  of  fuch  county  in  the 
colleg  may  be  fixed  and  agreed  upon,  as  fhall  be  judged  rea- 
fonehh-  between  the  Vifitors  and  Governors  of  the  college,  and 
the  Vifitors  oi  fuch  county  fchool,  inftead  of  fixing  any  Vifitor 
and  Governor  to  be  for  ever  chofen  from  the  faid  county.  And 
all  contracts  and  agreements  truly  and  fairly  made  for  founding 
and  fupporting  the  faid  college  as  above  fet  forth,  fhall  be 
good  id  effectual  in  law,  according  to  the  plain  intent,  and 
the  trim  and  legal  conftru&ion  of  the  fame;  Provided  always , 

That  the  whole  number  of  Vifitors  and  Governors  of  the  faid 
college,  fhall  never  be  more  than  twenty-four  at  one  time,  nor 
under  feventeen ;  and  that  not  lefs  than  Seven  of  them  fhall  have 
their  ufual  refidence  in  Kent  county,  and  within  feven  miles  of 
the  town  of  Chefter  aforefaid. 

Thirdly.  When  any  of  the  firft  Vifitors  and  Governors  of  the 
faid  college  chofen  as  aforefaid  on  thq,  part  of  any  county,  6r 
any  of  the  Vifitors  and  Governors  in  general,  fhalj  die,  or  re,, 
move  out  of  the  county  for  which  he  was  chofen,  or  abfent 
himfclf  from  four  fucceeding  quarterly  meetings,  without  fuch 
excufe  or  plea  of  necefifary  abfence  as  fhall  be  deemed  reafon- 
able  by  a  legal  and  juft  quorum  of  the  faid  Vifitors  and  Gover¬ 
nors,  duly  aflfembled  at  a  quarterly  vifitation  of  the  faid  col¬ 
lege,  fuch  quorum  fo  aflembled,  fhall  proceed  by  a  new  election 
to  fill  up  the  feat  and  place  of  fuch  deceafed,  removed  or  ab- 
fenting  member ;  having  fpecial  regard  that  in  the  room  of  a 
deceafed,  removed  or  abfenting  Vifitor  and  Governor,  from  any 
particular  county,  another  of  the  fame  county  be  always  chofen 
in  his  room  and  ftead. 

And  he  it  enatted.  That  when  ten  Vifitors  and  Governors  of 
the  faid  intended  college  fhall  be  chofen  as  aforefaid,  in  addition 
to  the  feven  Vifitors  of  Kent  county  fchool  for  the  time  being, 
and  when  the  faid  feventeen  Vifitors  and  Governors  fhall,  by  . 
an  inftrument  of  writing  under  their  hands,  to  the  General  Af- 
fembly  of  this  ftate,  diredted  and  duly  delivered,  declare ,  that 
they  are  willing  and  defirous  to  take  upon  them,  and  to  dif- 
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charge,  the  truft  of  Vifitors  and  Governors  of  the  faid  intended 
college,  and  that  an  eftate,  or  fum  and  fums  of  money,  not 
Iefs  than  five  thoufand  pounds,  current  money,  or  the  juft  value 
thereof  (including  the  eftate  of  the  faid  Kent  county  fchool) 
is  in  their  hands,  or  fo  fecured  to  be  paid  to  them  that  they 
will  anfwer  for  the  value  thereof,  and  the  application  of  the 
fame  towards  founding,  endowing,  and  fupporting  the  faid  in¬ 
tended  college,  according  to  their  beft  judgment,  and  the  tenor 
of  this  aft ;  provided  always,  that  i'uch  inftrument  of  writing 
be  lodged  with  the  General  Aflembly  as  aforefaid,  within  five 
years  after  the  paffing  of  this  aft;  that  then  and  in  fuch  cafe, 
the  faid  feventeen  Vifitors  and  Governors,  and  fuch  other  per- 
fon  and  perfons  as  they  ihall  choofe  to  make  up  and  perpetuate 
the  number  of  twenty-four,  agreeable  to  the  tenor  hereof,  Ihall 
be,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  one  community ,  corporation  and 
body  politic,  to  have  continuance  forever,  by  the  name  of  “  The 
.Vifitors  and  Governors  of  Washington  College,  in  the  ftate 
of  Maryland,’;  in  honourable  and  perpetual  memory  of  his  ex¬ 
cellency  General  Wafbingtm,  the  illuftrious  and  virtuous  com¬ 
mander  in  chief  of  the  armies  of  the  united  ftates ;  and  by  the 
fame  name  they  ihall  have  perpetual  fucceflion,*  provided  ne- 
verthelefs,  that  feventeen  of  the  faid  Vifitors  and  Governors, 
ihall  always  be  refidents  on  the  Eaftern  Shore  of  this  ftate,  but 
that  the  feven  additional  Vifitors  and  Governors  (to  make  up 
and  perpetuate  the  number  of  twenty-four)  may  be  chofen  from 
this,  or  any  part  of  the  adjacent  ftates,  if  they  are  fuch  perfons 
as  can  reasonably  undertake  to  attend  the  quarterly  vifitaftons, 
and  are  thought  capable,  by  their  particular  learning,  weight 
and  charafter,  to  advance  the  intereft  and  reputation  of  the 
faid  feminary. 

And  be  it  enaSted,  That  the  faid  Vifitors  and  Governors,  and 
their  fuccefi'ors,  by  the  fame  name,  Ihall  be  able  and  capable 
in  law,  to  purchafe,  have  and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  fuccefi'¬ 
ors  in  fee,  or  for  any  other  Idler  eftate  or  eftates,  any  lands, 
tenements,  rents,  annuities,  penfions  or  other  hereditaments, 
within  this  ftate,  by  the  gift,  grant,  bargain,  fale,  alienation/ 
enfeoffment,  releafe,  confirmation  or  devife  of  any  perfon  or 
perfons,  bodies  politic  or  corporate,  capable  to  make  the  fame; 
and  fuch  lands,  tenements,  rents,  annuities,  penfions  or  other 
hereditaments,  or  any  lefier  eftates,  rights  or  interefts  of  or  in 
the  fame,  (excepting  the  eftate  of  the  faid  Kent  county  fchool) 
at  their  pleafure  to  grant,  alien,  fell  and  transfer,  in  fuch  man¬ 
ner  and  form,  as  they  ihall  think  meet  and  convenient  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  faid  college ;  and  alfo  that  they  may  take  and 
receive  any  fum  or  fums  of  money,  and  apy  kind,  manner  or 
portion  of  goods  and  chatties  that  ihall  be  given,  fold  or  be¬ 
queathed  to  them,  by  any  perfon  or  perfons,  bodies  politic  or 
corporate,  capable  to  make  a  gift,  fale  or  bequeft  thereof,  and 
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employ  the  fame  towards  erecting,  fetting  up  and  maintaining 
the  faid  college,  in  fuch  manner  as  they  lhall  judge  moft  necef- 
fary  and  convenient  for  the  inftru&ion,  improvement  and  edu¬ 
cation  of  youth,  in  the  vernacular  and  learned  languages,  and 
generally  in  any  kind  of  literature,  arts  and  fciences,  which  they 
lhall  think  proper  to  be  taught  for  training  up  good,  ufeful  and 
accomplifhed  men,  for  the  lervice  of  their  country  in  church 
and  ftate;  and  youth  of  all  religious  denominations  and  perfua- 
fions,  fhall  be  freely  and  liberally  admitted  to  equal  privileges 
and  advantages  of  education,  and  to  all  the  literary  honors  of 
the  college,  according  to  their  merit,  and  the  ftanding  rules  of 
the  feminary,  without  requiring  or  enforcing  any  religious  or 
civel  tell  whatfoever  upon  any  ftudent,  fcholar  or  member  of 
the  faid  college,  other  than  fuch  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  ftate  as 
the  laws  thereof  may  require  of  the  Vifitors,  Governors,  Maf- 
ters,  Profelfors  and  Teachers  in  fchools  and  feminaries  of  learn¬ 
ing  in  general;  nor  fhall  any  preference  be  given  in  the  choice 
of  any  Vifitor  and  Governor  of  the  faid  college,  or  of  the 
Principal,  Vice-Principal  or  any  Profefloror  Mafter,  on  account 
of  his  religious  perfuafion,  but  merely  on  account  of  his  literary 
and  other  neceflary  qualifications  to  fill  the  place  for  which  he 
is  chofen. 

And  be  it  enatted,  That  the  faid  Vifitors  and  Governors,  and 
their  fucceftors,  by  the  name  aforefaid,  fhall  be  able  in  law,  to  fue 
and  be  fued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  or  courts,  be¬ 
fore  any  judge,  judges  or  juftices  within  this  ftate  and  elfewhere, 
in  all  and  all  manner  of  fuits,  complaints,  pleas,  caufes,  matters 
and  demands,  of  whatfoever  kind,  nature  or  form  they  be;  and 
all  and  every  other  matter  and  thing  therein  to  do  in  as  full  and 
effeftual  a  manner  as  any  other  perfon  or  perfons,  bodies  poli¬ 
tic  or  corporate  within  this  ftate,  or  any  of  the  united  ftates  of 
America,  in  like  cafes,  may  or  can  do. 

And  be  it  emftcd,  That  the  faid  Vifitors  and  Governors,  and 
their  fucceftors,  fhall  have  full  power,  and  authority  to  have, 
make,  and  ufe  one  common  and  public  feal,  and  likewife  one 
privy  feal,  with  fuch  devices  and  inferiptiorrs  as  they  fhall  think 
proper,  and  to  afeertain,  fix  and  regulate  the  ufes  of  both 
feals  by  their  own  laws,  and  the  fame  leals,  or  either  of  them, 
to  change,  break,  alter,  and  renew  at  their  pleafure. 

And  be  it  enaBed,  That  the  faid  Vifitors  and  Governors,  and 
their  fucceflors,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  hereafter 
forever,  fhall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  conftitute  and 
appoint,  in  fuch  manner  as  they  lhall  think  beft  and  moft  con¬ 
venient,  a  Principal  and  Vice-Principal  of  the  faid  college,  and 
Profelfors,  with  proper  Tutors  and  Aftiftants,  for  inftrutting 
the  Undents  and  fcholars  of  the  faid  feminary,  in  all  the  liberal 
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arts  and  fciences,  and  in  the  ancient  and  modern  tongues  and 
languages ;  who  lhall  be  feverally  Ailed  Profeffors  of  fuch  arts, 
fciences,  languages,  or  tongues  as  they  lhall  be  nominated  and 
appointed  for,  according  to  each  particular  nomination  and  ap¬ 
pointment;  and  the  faid  Principal,  Vice- Principal,  and  Profef¬ 
fors  fo  conftituted  and  appointed  from  time  to  time,  lhall  be 
known  and  diftinguiihed  forever  as  one  learned  body  or  faculty , 
by  the  name  of  “  The  Principal ,  Vice-Principal  and  Profeffors  of 
IVaJhington  college ,  in  the  Jlate  of  Maryland ,”  and  by  that  name 
lhall  be  capable  of  exercifing  fuch  powers  and  authorities  as 
the  Vifitors  and  Governors  of  the  faid  college,  and  their  fuc- 
ceffors,  lhall,  by  their  ordinances,  think  neceffary  to  delegate 
to  them  for  the  inflru&ion,  difcipline  and  government  of  the 
faid  feminary,  and  of  all  the  fludents,  fcholars,  miniflers  and 
fervants  belonging  to  the  fame;  and  the  faid  Principal  and  Vice- 
Principal,  Profeflors,  fludents,  fcholars,  and  fuch  neceffary  mi- 
nifters  and  fervants  as  give  conilant  attendance  upon  the  bufi- 
nefs  of  the  college,  lhall  be  exempted  from  all  rates'  and  taxes 
on  their  falaries,  and  from  all  military  duties,  except  in  the  cafe 
of  an  attual  invafion  of  the  Hate,  and  when  general  military 
law  is  declared. 

And  be  it  emtted,  That  the  clear  yearly  value  of  the  mef- 
fuages,  houfes,  lands,  tenements,  rents,  annuities  or  other  here¬ 
ditaments  and  real  eilate  of  the  faid  college  and  corporation, 
lhall  not  exceed  fix  thoufand  pounds  current  money,  to  be  rec¬ 
koned  in  Spanifh milled  dollars,  at  the  prefent  rate  and  weight; 
and  all  gifts,  grants  and  bequefls  to  the  faid  college  and  corpo¬ 
ration,  after  the  yearly  value  of  their  eftates  lhall  amount  to 
fix  thoufand  pounds  as  aforefaid,  and  all  bargains  and  purchafes 
to  be  made  by  the  faid  corporation,  which  may  increafe  the 
yearly  value  of  faid  eftate,  above  or  beyond  the  fum  aforefaid, 
lhall  be  abfolutely  void  and  of  none  effeft. 

And  be  it  enabled,  That  the  faid  Vifitors  and  Governors,  and 
their  fucceffors,  lhall  meet  at  lead:  four  times  in  every  year,  in 
Hated  quarterly  meetings  to  be  appointed  by  their  own  ordi¬ 
nances,  and  at  fuch  other  times  as  by  their  faid  ordinances  they 
may  direct,  in  order  to  examine  the  progrefs  of  the  fludents 
and  fcholars  in  literature,  to  hear  and  determine  on  all  com¬ 
plaints  and  appeals,  and  upon  all  matters  touching  the  difcipline 
of  the  feminary,  and  the  good  and  wholefome  execution  of  their 
ordinances;  in  all  which  examinations,  meetings  and  determin¬ 
ations,  fuch  number  Of  the  faid  Vifitors  and  Governors,  duly 
met,  (provided  they  be  not  lei's  than  feven)  lhall  be  a  quorum, 
as  the  fundamental  ordinances  at  firff,  or  any  time  afterwards 
duly  enafted  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  Vifitors,  lhall  fix  and 
determine. 
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And  be  it  enatted.  That  a  majority  of  the  faid  Vifitors  and 
Governors  for  the  time  being,  when  duly  affembled  at  any  quar¬ 
terly,  or  other  meeting,  upon  due  notice  given  to  the  whole 
body  of  Vifitors  and  Governors,  lhall  have  full  power  and  au¬ 
thority  to  make  fundamental  ordinances  for  the  government  of 
the  faid  college,  and  the  inftruction  of  the  youth  as  aforefaid, 
and  by  thefe  ordinances  to  appoint  fuch  a  number  of  their  own 
body  not  lefs  than  feven,  as  they  may  think  proper  to  be  a  quo¬ 
rum  for  tranfacling  all  general  and  neceffary  bufinefs  of  the  faid 
feminary,  and  making  temporary  rules  for  the  government  of 
the  fame;  and  alfo  by  the  faid  fundamental  ordinances,  to  de¬ 
legate  to  the  Principal,  Vice-Principal  and  Profeffors,  fuch 
powers  and  authorities  as  they  may  think  bed:  for  the  ftanding 
government  of  the  faid  feminary,  and  the  execution  of  the  or¬ 
dinances  and  rules  of  the  fame;  provided  always,  that  they  be 
not  repugnant  to  the  form  of  government,  or  any  law  of  this 
date. 

And  for  animating  and  encouraging  the  ftudents  of  the  faid 
college  to  a  laudable  diligence,  induftry  and  progrefs  in  ufeful 
literature  and  fcience,  be  it  enacted,  that  the  faid  Vifitors  and 
Governors,  and  their  fuccefiors,  lhall  by  a  written  mandate  un¬ 
der  their  privy  feal,  and  the  hand  of  fome  one  of  the  Vifitors 
and  Governors  to  be  chofen  annually  as  their  Prefident,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  ordinance  to  be  mader'for  that  purpofe,  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  direct  the  Principal,  Vice-Principal 
and  Profeffors,  to  hold  public  commencements,  either  on  dated 
annual  days,  or  occafionally  as  the  future  ordinances  of  the  faid 
feminary  may  direft ;  and  at  fuch  commencements  to  admit  any 
of  the  ftudents  in  the  faid  college,  or  any  other  perfons  me¬ 
riting  the  fame  (whofe  names  lhall  be  feverally  inferted  in  the 
faid  mandate)  to  any  degree  or  degrees  in  any  of  the  faculties, 
arts  and  fciences,  and  liberal  profeflions  to  which  perfons  are 
ufually  admitted  in  other  colleges  or  univerfities  in  America  or 
Europe;  and  it  is  hereby  enafted  that  the  Principal,  or  in  cafe 
of  his  death  or  abfence,  the  Vice-Principal,  and  in  cafe  of  the 
death  or  abfence  of  both,  the  fenior  ProfelTor  who  may  be  pre¬ 
fen  t,  lhall  make  out  and  fign  with  his  name,  Diplomas  or  certifi¬ 
cates  of  the  admiffion  to  fuch  degree  or  degrees,  which  lhall  be 
fealed  with  the  public  or  greater  feal  of  the  faid  corporation 
or  college,  and  delivered  to  the  graduates  as  honorable  and 
perpetual  teftimonials  of  fuch  admiffion;  which  diplomas,  if 
thought  neceffary  for  doing  greater  honor  to  fuch  graduates, 
lhall  alfo  be  figned  with  the  names  of  the  different  Profeffors, 
or  as  many  of  them  as  can  conveniently  fign  the  fame;  provided 
always,  that  no  ftudentor  ftudents  within  the  faid  college,  lhall 
over  be  admitted  to  any  fuch  degree  or  degrees,  nor  have  their 
.name  inferted  in  any  mandate  for  a  degree,  until  fuch  ftudent 
or  ftudents  have  been  firft  duly  examined  and  thought  worthy 
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of  the  fame,  at  a  public  examination  of  candidates,  to  be  held 
one  whole  month  previous  to  the  day  of  commencement,  in  the 
faid  college,  by  and  in  the  prefence  of  the  faid  Vifitors  and 
Governors,  or  of  fuch  quorum  of  them,  not  lefs  than  feven,  as 
the  ordinances  of  the  college  may  authorize  for  that  purpofe, 
and  in  the  prefence  of  any  other  perfons  choofing  to  attend 
the  fame;  and  provided  further,  that  no  perfon  or  perfons,  ex¬ 
cepting  the  ftudents  belonging  to  the  faid  feminary,  fhall  ever 
be  admitted  to  any  honorary  or  other  degree  or  degrees  in  the 
fame,  unlefs  thirteen  of  the  Victors  and  Governors  (of  whom 
the  Prefident  fhall  be  one)  by  a  mandate  undef  their  privy  feal, 
and  figned  by  the  hands  of  the  whole  thirteen,  to  the  Principal, 
Vice-Principal  and  Profefiors  dire&ed,  have  fignified  their  ap¬ 
probation  and  authority  for  the  particular  admiffion  of  fuch  per¬ 
fon  to  faid  degree  or  degrees. 

And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Vifitors  of  Kent  county  fchool, 
may  fet  alide  and  appropriate  ten  acres  of  the  land  belonging 
to  the  faid  fchool,  where  they  fhall  think  moft  convenient,  for 
erefting  neoeffary  buildings  for  carrying  on  the  faid  college,  and 
laying  out  gardens  and  grounds  for  the  recreation  and  refreih- 
ment  of  the  youth,  and  other  fuitable  exercifes;  And  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  grounds  belonging  to  the  faid  Kent  count/ 
fchool,  may  and  ihall  be  leafed  out  by  the  Vifitors  of  the  faid 
fchool  for  the  time  being,  and  by  the  Vifitors  and  Governors 
of  the  faid  college,  after  the  fame  fhall  be  eftablifhed,  in  leafes 
for  lives,  oi  ninety- nine  years,  or  on  any  other  leafes  that  may 
be  judged  moft  beneficial  for  advancing  the  caufe  of  learning, 
and  promoting  the  faid  college  agreeable  to  the  original  defign 
for  which  the  faid  Kent  county  fchool  was  founded,  and  for 
which  the  faid  fchool  lands  were  purchafed. 

And  be  it  enabled,  That  the  ordinances  which  fhall  be  from 
time  made  by  the  Vifitors  and  Governors  of  the  faid  college, 
and  their  fucceffors,  with  an  account  of  their  other  proceed¬ 
ings,  and  of  the  management  of  the  eftate  and  monies  com¬ 
mitted  to  their  truft,  ihall,  when  required,  be  laid  before,  the 
General  Afiembly  of  Maryland,  for  their  infpe&ion  and  exami¬ 
nation;  but  in  cafe  at  any  time  hereafter,  through  ov.erfight  or 
othenvife,  through  mifapprehenfions  and  miftaken  conftructions 
of  the  powers,  liberties  and  franchifes  in  this  charter  or  ad  of 
incorporation  granted  or  intended  to  be  granted,  any  ordi¬ 
nances  fhould  be  made  by  the  faid  corporation  of  Vifitors  and 
Governors,  or  any  matters  done  and  tranfa&ed  by  the  corpora¬ 
tion  contrary  to  the  tenor  thereof,  It  is  enacted.  That  although 
all  fuch  ordinances,  acts  and  doings,  ihall  in  themfelves  be  null, 
and  void;  yet  they  ihall  not,  however,  in  any  courts  of  law, 
or  by  the  General  Afiembly,  be  deemed,  taken,  interpreted  or 
adjudged  into  an  avoidance  or  forfeiture  of  this  charter  and  act 
C  of 
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of  incorporation,  but  the  fame  fhall  be,  and  remain  unhurt, 
inviolate  and  entire  unto  the  faid  corporation  of  Vifitors  and 
Governors,  in  perpetual  fucceflion;  and  all  their  ads  conform¬ 
able  to  the  powers,  true  intent  and  meaning  hereof,  lhall  be, 
and  remain  in  full  force  and  validity,  the  nullity  and  avoidance 
of  fuch  illegal  ads  to  the  contrary  in  any  wife  notwithdanding. 

And  be  it  ena&ed  and  declared,  That  this  charter  and  ad  of 
incorporation,  and  every  part  thereof,  fhall  be  good  and  avail¬ 
able  in  all  things  in  the  law,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  thereof,  and  lhall  be  condrued,  reputed  and  adjudged 
in  all  cafes  mod  favorably  on  the  behalf,  and  for  the  bed;  be¬ 
nefit  and  behoof  of  the  faid  Vifitors  and  Governors,  and  their 
fucceffors,  fo  as  mod  effedually  to  anfwer  the  valuable  ends  of 
this  ad  of  incorporation,  towards  the  general  advancement 
and  promotion  of  ufeful  knowledge,  fcience  and  virtue. 

And  be  it  ena&ed,  That  no  perfon  lhall  ad  as  Vifitor  and 
Governor,  or  as  Principal  or  Vice-Principal,  or  as  Profedbr  in 
the  faid  college,  before  he  lhall  take  the  oath  of  fidelity  and 
fupport  to  this  date  required  by  the  conditution,  or  by  the 
laws  of  this  date. 


The  foregoing  Charter  or  Ad  of  Incorporation  having  duly 
palfed  the  General  Alfembly,  at  their  Spring-Sedlons,  1782,  a 
Meeting  of  the  Seven  Vifitors  and  Governors  named  in  it  was 
held,  and  the  Revd.  Dr.  Smith,  their  Prefident,  at  the  Requed 
and  by  the  Appointment  of  the  Board ,  undertook  to  vifit  the  dif¬ 
ferent  Counties  on  the  Eadern  Shore,  in  order  to  open  theSub- 
fcriptions  for  founding  the  Seminary,  agreeably  to  the  Tenor  of 
'the  Law.  The  following  was  the  Preamble  to  the  different 
Subfcription  Papers,*  which,  in  lefs  than  three  Months,  wer« 
filled  up,  as  in  the  Lids  hereunto  fubjoined,  vis.

GENTLEMEN, 

BY  the  foregoing  del  for  founding  a  COLLEGE  on 
this  Shore,  an  Opportunity  is  offered,  which  good  and 
wife  men  have  long  wiihed  for,  of  making  a  provilion  for  the 
future  education  of  your  Youth,  in  the  liberal  Arts  and  Sciences, 
and^all  the  branches  of  ufeful  and  ornamental  Knowledge. 

Colleges  and  Schools  of  general  learning  have,  long  fince, 
been  founded  in  mod  of  the  Sifter-States,  and  the  advantages 
which  our  Youth  have  derived  from  them,  have  been  manifefl- 
ed  in  all  the  late  and  former  trials  of  the  wifdom,  virtue  and 
magnanimity  of  America.  The  Youth  of  Maryland  have  been 
particularly  diliinguiihed  among  the  reft;  but  have  been  oblig¬ 
ed,  at  a  very  grievous  and  unequal  expence,  to  prepare  them- 
felves  for  public  life  by  repairing,  for  their  education,  either 
to  Great  Britain,  or  to  fome  of  the  neighbouring  American 
States. 

The  inhabitants  of  this  Shore  and  Peninfula,  for  whofe  be¬ 
nefit  this  Foundation  is  more  immediately  defigned,  are  defend¬ 
ed  from  fome  of  the  moll:  ancient  families  and  fettlers  in  Ame¬ 
rica,  and  would  undoubtedly  wilh,  by  good  education,  to  fup- 
port  the  rank  of  their  pofterity,  and  to  give  them  their  full 
confequence  in  this  rifing  Empire. — Further  arguments  would 
be  needlels. 

The  Vijitors  of  Kent  County  School  wifh  to  difeharge  the  impor¬ 
tant  trull  committed  to  them  by  the  foregoing  Act,  with  zeal 
and  integrity,  according  to  their  bell  abilities.  The  fchool  and 
valuable  eftate  under  their  care,  want  only  a  little  public  aflift- 
2nce  and  countenance,  to  place  them  on  a  footing  with  the  moll 
refpectable  Colleges  or  Univerfties  in  America,  being  little  inferi¬ 
or  to  any  of  them  in  the  prefent  number  of  fcholars  and  flu- 
dents. 

The  diftance  of  the  town  of  Chefter  from  alarms  in  time  of 
war,  its  healthful  lituation,  and  convenience  of  accommodation 
for  Youth,  have,  by  general  agreement,  pointed  it  out  as  the 
bell  place  for  a  Seminary  of  univerfal  Learning  on  this  Shore. 

Being  perfuaded,  therefore,  that  the  prefent  opportunity,

ARTICLES  to  be  mutually  binding  on  the  Vifitors  of 
Kent  County  School ,  and  the  Subfcribers  and  Contributors 
towards  founding  and  fupporting  “  WASHINGTON- 
“  COLLEGE,  in  the  State  of  Maryland.” 

I.  Every  fubfcription  ftiall  be  made  in  fpecie  of  gold  and  fii- 
ver,  and  payable  (as  the  Act  direfts)  in  Spanifh  milled  Dollars  of 
the  ufual  weight,  or  the  value  thereof,  as  the  fame  may  be  at 
the  times  of  payment,  in  good  merchantable  Wheat  or  Tobac¬ 
co. 

II.  For  the  greater  eafe  of  the  Subfcribers,  the  payments 
Hi  all  be  made  in  three  equal  parts;  one  third  part  on  the  firft 
Monday  in  January,  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty- 
three;  another  third  part  on  the  firft  Monday  in  January,  One 
Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty-four;  and  the  remaining 
third  on  the  firft  Monday  in  January,  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hun¬

tices  of  the  time  and  place  of  eleftion,  to  be  fixed  up  at  the 
Court-Houfe  and  different  Pari  fill  Churches  within  fuch  county, 
at  leaf!  ten  days  before  the  day  of  eleftion,  that  all  perfons  con¬ 
cerned  may  duly  attend.

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellency , 

BY  order  and  in  behalf  of  the  Vifitors  of  Kent  County 
fchool,  I  have  the  honor  to  enclofe  to  your  Excellency, 
an  ad  of  the  General  ' Ajjembly  of  Maryland ,  for  ereding  a 
College  at  Chefter,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Eafiern  Shore,  or 
Peninfula  between  Chefapeak  and  Delaware  Bays,  which  they 
have  dignified  with  the  aufpicious  name  of  “  Washington 
“  CoLLfiGE,  in  the  State  cf  Maryland ,  in  honorable  and  per- 
t£  petual  memory  of  his  Excellency  General  Wafhington,  the  illu- 
ftrious  and  virtuous  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  armies  of 
“  the  United  States.” 

In  every  poffible  way,  your  country  wifhes  to  ered  public 
monuments  to  you,  even  while  living,  and  pofterity,  without 

doubt, 
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doubt,  will  greatly  increafe  the  number,-  but  none,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved,  can  be  more  acceptable  to  you,  than  a  femimry  of  uni - 
verfnl  learning  exprefsly  dedicated  to  your  name,  with  a  view  of 
inftru&ing  and  animating  the  youth  of  ..many  future  generations 
to  admire  and  to  imitate  thefe  public  virtues  and  patriot-labours , 
which  have  created  a  private  monument  for  you  in  the  heart  of 
every  good  citizen. 

As  this  College  Is  to  be  inftituted  upon  the  foundation  of 
Kent  county  fchool,  the  Vifitors  of  the  laid  fchool  are  by  law 
honored  with  the  great  truft  of  carrying  the  defign  into  exe¬ 
cution.  They  have  already  been  favoured  with  very  liberal 
fubfcriptions,  under  the  aufpices  of  your  name,-  and  have  no 
doubt  fpeedily  of  receiving  fuch  farther  fubfcriptions,  payable 
in  three  equal  yearly  payments,  as  will  amount  to  the  eftimate 
in  the  law,  and  enable  them,  the  next  fpring,  to  build  the  ne- 
ceffary  fchool  rooms  for  le&ures  in  the  fciences,  and  to  furniih 
them  with  books  and  philofophical  apparatus. 

The  Vifitors  hope  to  obtain  your  Excellency’s  permifiion  to 
place  your  name  at  the  head  of  the  /even  additional  Vifitors  and 
Governors  of  the  College,  which  the  law  allows  to  be  chofen 
from  any  of  the  neighbouring  States,  to  make  up  the  number 
twenty-four,  as  you  will  obferve  in  the  perufal  thereof.  They 
further  hope,  that  the  time  is  not  very  remote,  in  which  this 
infant  feminary  may  falute  you  in  perfon,  and,  like  a  dutiful 
child,  as  one  of  its  firft  works,  prefent  the  olive  wreath  and 
other  emblems  of  peace  to  its  father,  guardian  and  proteftor;

by  Colonel  Tilghman,  who  arrived  here  about  ten  days  ago, 
and  to  whom  I  have  committed  the  charge  of  forwarding  this 
anfwer.

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To  the  gentlemen  who  moved  the  matter,  and  to  the  Aflem- 
bly  for  adopting  it,  1  am  much  indebted  for  the  honor  con¬ 
ferred  on  me,  by  giving  my  name  to  the  College  at  Chefter. 
At  the  fame  time  that  I  acknowledge  the  honor,  I  feel  a  grate¬ 
ful  fenfibilrty  for  the  manner  of  beftowing  it;  which,  as  it 
will  remain  a  monument  of  their  efteem,  cannot  but  make  a 
deep  impreflion  on  my  mind,  only  to  be  exceeded  by  the  flat¬ 
tering  alfurance  of  the  lafting  and  extenfive  ufefulnefs  of  the 
Seminary. 

If  the  trifling  fum  of  Fifty  Guineas  will  be  confldered  as  an 
Earneji  of  my  withes  for  the  profperity  of  this  Seminary,  I  ihall 
be  ready  to  pay  that  fum  to  the  order  of  the  Vifitors,  whenever 
it  is  their  pleafure  to  call  for  it — It  is  too  trifling  to  ftand  in  any 
other  point  of  view— nor  would  I  with  it  to  do  fo. 

With  much  pleafure  ihould  I  confent  to  have  my  name  en¬ 
rolled  among  the  worthy  Vifitors  and  Governors  of  this  Col¬ 
lege;  but  convinced  as  I  am  that  it  will  never  be  in  my  power 
to  give  the  attendance  which  by  law  is  required,  my  name  could 
only  be  inferted  to  the  exclufion  of  fome  other,  whofe  abilities 
and  proximity  might  enable  him  to  become  a  more  ufeful  mem¬ 
ber. 

When  that  period  ihall  arrive,  when  we  can  hail  the  bleft 
return  of  peace,  it  will  add  to  my  pleafure,  to  fee  this  infant 
feat  of  learning  rifing  into  confiftency  and  proficiency  in  the 
fciences,  under  the  nurturing  hands  of  its  founders,.

Refolved ,  That  the  numerous  fubfcribers  towards  founding  this 
College  have  given  an  exemplary  proof  of  their  zeal  for  the 
honor  and  intereft  of  their  country,  by  contributing  fo  freely  and 
liberally  towards  the  eftablifhment  of  a  general  Seminary,  for 
the  advancement  of  knowledge,  virtue  and  public  fpirit. 

Refolved  That  the  declaration  of  tru'fl:  by  the  Vifitors  and 
Governors  of  the  faid  College,  is  an  acceptable  pledge  and 
affurance  that  they  will  continue  to  exert  their  utmoft  zeal  and 
abilities  in  carrying  on  and  compleating  the  eftablifhment  of  a 
Seminary  fo  fuccefsfully  begun,  and  winch  promifes  to  be  of 
public  utility  to  the  prefent  and  future  generations.

Refolved,  That  the  exalted  and  patriotic  fentiments  contained 
in  the  letter  of  his  Excellency  General  Washington., ,  in  anfwer  to 
the  letter  of  the  Vifitors  of  Kent  County  School,  and  the 
polite  manner  in  which  he  hath  been  pleafed  to  accept  the  ho¬ 
norable  intentions  of  the  General  AlTembly,  in  dignifying  the 
College  with  his  name,  are  proofs  of  that  goodnefs  and  greatnefs 
of  foul  by  which  he  is  actuated  in  all  his  conduct. 

Refolved,  That  the  feveral  papers,  upon  which  thefe  refolu- 
tions  are  founded,  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  the  AlTembly, 
and  be  publifhed  with  the  fame,  in  honor  to  the  firft  founders, 
benefactors  and  patrons  of  this  Seminary.

The 
Bufinefs  of  the  College  was  carried  on  during  the  fucceeding 
Winter  with  great  Diligence  and  fuccefs,*  the  Number  of  Stu¬ 
dents  and  Scholars  conftantly  increafing.  The  firft  Commence¬ 
ment  was  hekTthe  enfuing  Spring,  of  which  the  following  is  an 
Account,  viz.

On  Wednejday  lajl,  the  1  t{th  infant,  was  held  the  first  Commence. 

ment  in  WASHINGTON  COLLEGE,  for  Degrees  in  the 

Arts  and  Sciences  ;  which  prefented  a  fcene  not  only  new  and 

interejiing  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  Shore,  but  of  the  State  in 

general . 

At  ten  in  the  forenoon,  a  proceffion  was  formed  from  the 
place  where  the  fchools  are  now  kept,  to  the  Church  in  this 
town  in  the  following  order,  viz. 

ill.  The  body  of  Scholars  and  Students,  tivo  by  two. 

2d.  The  Candidates  for  Degrees,  in  the  like  order. 

3d.  The  Faculty  of  ProfefforS,  with  the  Rev.  William 
Smith,  D.  D.  Prefident  of  the  Fifitors  and  Governors,  who  acted, 
by  appointment,  as  Principal  pro  Tempore,  at  their  head. 

4th.  The  Corporation  of  Fifitors  and  Governors,  his  Excel¬ 
lency  William  Paca,  Efq;  Governor  of  the  State,  and  one  of 
the  faid  Vifitors  and  Governors,  at  their  head. 

When  the  proceffion  arrived  at  the  Church  door,  the  feho- 
lars,  ftudents  and  candidates  for  degrees  filed  off  to  the  right 
and  left,  forming  a  lane  through  which  the  Faculty  and  Corpo¬ 
ration  of  Vifitors  and  Governors  marched  into  the  Church, 
followed  by  the  candidates,  and  then  the  ftudents  and  fcholars 
according  to  their  claffes  and  feniority. 

The  company  being  feated,  the  Principal  pro  Tempore  (Dr. 
Smith)  opened  the  bufineis  of  the  day  with  a  folernn  Prayer 
and  Address  to  the  SUPREME  BEING;  and  afterwards  a  fhort 
Latin  oration  to  the  learned  and  collegiate  part  of  the  audi¬ 
ence,  as  cuftom  feems  to  require.  The  candidates  then  pro- 
ceded  with  the  public  exercifes  as  follows,  viz. 

1.  A  Latin  Salutatory  Oration,  by  Mr.  John  Scott. 

2.  An  oration  in  French,  by  Mr.  James  Scott. 

3.  A  Latin  Syllogistic  Dispute—  “  Num  Mt  emit  as  Pcemrum 
contradicit  divinis  AttributisV ’  Refpondent  Mr.  Charles  Smith; 
Opponents  Meffrs.  William  Barrol  and  William  Bordley. 

4.  An  Englifh  Forensic  Dispute,— “  Whether  the  ftate  of 
nature  be  a  ftate  of  war?”  The  Speakers  were  Meffrs.  John 
Scott,  William  Barrol,  William  Bordley  and  James  Scott.

7.  The  Principal  then  clofed  the  bufinefs  of  the  Comment 
merit,  with  an  affectionate  and  pathetic  Charge  to  the  Gra¬ 
duates,  refpeCting  their  future  conduct  in  life;  and  what  was 
to  be  expected  from  them,  as  the  firft  or  eldefl  fons  of  this 
riling  feminary!— 

The  different  fpeakers  were  honored  with  the  jutted:  applaufe 
of  the  audience,  for  the  propriety  of  their  delivery  and  many 
mafterly  ttrokes  of  eloquence  in  the  different  languages  which 
they  fpoke,  viz.  Latin,  French  and  Englijh.— The  Valedictory 
Oration  in  particular,  from  the  nature  of  the  fubjeCt,  as  well  as 
beauty  of  the  delivery,  had  a  very  ftriking  effect  upon  all  who 
were  prefent.--- 

In  the  evening  of  the  fame  day,  Dr.  Young’s  Tragedy  of  the 
Brothers,  notwithftanding  the  difficulty  of  the  compofition, 
was  acted  with  the  greateft  applaufe  before  a  vaffly  crouded 
and  difcerning  audience,  by  the  graduates  and  fome  others  of 
the  ftudents.  Meffrs.  Charles  Smith  and  John  Scott,  who  had  be¬ 
fore  diftinguifhed  tbemfelves  in  Tamerlane  and  Bajazet,  as  well 
as  in  fome  principal  characters  in  other  performances,  during 
the  laft  years  of  their  education,  concluded  their  fcholaftic 
labours  in  this  way,  by  ftiining  in  the  characters  of  the  Two 
Brothers! 

The  day  following  (viz.  on  Thurfday,  May  15th)  the  Vifi- 
tors  and  Governors,  the  Matters,  Students  and  Scholars,  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  great  number  of  gentlemen  from  the  neighbour¬ 
ing  counties,  went  in  proceflion  to  the  hill  where  the  new  Col¬ 
lege  is  to  be  built;  and  after  Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  the 
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Foundation-Stone  was  laid,  with  the  proper  ceremony,  by 
his  Excellency  Governor  Paca,  who  was  faluted  on  the  occa¬ 
sion  by  thirteen  discharges  of  cannon.  Orations  in  French  were 
delivered  by  MeSTrs.  Thomas  Worral  and  Ebenezer  Perkins ;  and  a 
Pajloral  Dialogue  *  was  fpoken  by  three  of  the  younger  fcholars, 
in  Shepherds  dreifes,  viz.  MeSTrs.  Richard  Smith,  Robert  Buchanan 
and  Jofeph  Nicholfon.  The  performance  being  too  long,  perhaps, 
to  infert  at  large,  we  give  a  few  lines  from  the  beginning  and 
conclusion.—

T  this  triumphant  period  in  the  annals  of  America,  while 


il  thofe  Sovereign  and  Independent  States  look  back  to 
the  pajl  and  forward  to  the  future ;  while,  with  gratitude  and 
exultation  unfpeakable,  they  contemplate  the  mighty  contest 
which  they  have  fuftained,  and  now  behold  truth  and  peace, 
in  Cherub  form,  defcend  from  heaven  to  crown  their  labours, 
and  conduct  them  from  fcenes  of  blood  into  the  path  of  happinefs 
and  glory-- while  the  fields  laugh  and  fing  with  the  profpeft  of 
future  plenty ,  and  nature,  decked  in  vernal  pride,  participates  in 
the  general  joy- — At  this  triumphant  period,  my  dear  fellow- 
ftudents,  the  task  affigned  to  me  is  a  fevere  one;— -like  a  dif- 
cordant  firing,  amidfl:  the  univerfal  jubilee,  to  call  forth  una¬ 
vailing  lamentations  and  valediBory  tears,  at  the  approaching  dif- 
folution  of  our  connexion  in  thefe  Seats  of  wijdom  and  fcience , 
where  we  have  fpent  a  happy  part  of  our  youthful  years.

the  benefit  of  future  generations — and  joy  to  us,  my  fellow- 
graduates,  who  have  been  dignified  with  the  firjl  laurels  of  this 
Seminary,  and  are  called  forth  to  manifefl  the  fruits  of  our  edu¬ 
cation  at  the  happy  moment,  when  our  country  hath  glorioufly 
eflablifhed  her  rank  among  the  nations  of  the  earth ;  when  the 
mod  unbounded  fcope  for  ambition  lies  before  us,  and  all  the. 
talents  of  the  fcholar,  the  patriot  and  the  hero  can  find  room  for 
exertion,  in  building  up  the  mighty  fabrick  of  American  glory ! 

Aufpiciaus  moment!  happy  occafion !-— Ye  Fathers  and  Law¬ 
givers  of  the  State ,  who  by  your  public  fanftion  have  given  a 
permanent  foundation  to  this  feminary,  and  honoured  it  with 
the  mod  ample  privileges!  Ye  noble,  benefactors  of  every  rank, 
by  whofe  liberal  and  well-timed  bounty  it  now  fubfifts— -Ye 
learned  and  honoured  body  of  Visitors  and  Governors,  by 
whofe  conftant  care  it  hath  been  nurfed  to  its  prefent  perfe&i- 
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dn,  and  you  efpedally  who  fir  ft  planned,  and  hath  fince  animat¬ 
ed  the  great  defign . but  here  filial  *  reverence  forbids . to 

all  of  you,  the  thanks  of  your  country  to  the  lateft  times* 
and  our  mod  fincere  and  immediate  thanks,  who  have  reaped 
the  earliejl  fruits  of  your  wifdom  and  benevolence ,  are  furely  due! 
-—What  greater  honour  can  accrue  to  you  in  this  world,  what

applauding  prefence— to  you  we  owe  every  mark  of  the  deep- 
eft  gratitude  and  refpeft. 


To  you  Iikewife,  ye  worthy  ProfefTors  and  Mafters,  who,  by 
your  abilities  and  indefatigable  induftry  in  the  education  and 
government  of  the  Youth  committed  to  your  care,  have  con¬

feminary.  May  no  part  of  our  fliture  conduct  difgrace  the  ho¬ 
nours  we  have  received,  nor  the  noble  lefTons  of  morality  you 
have  taught  us;  but  let  us  confider,  that  to  fhine  forth  in  every 
excellence,  as  an  example  to  the  generations  of  youth  who  are 
to  fuceeed  us,  will  be  the  ftrongeft  inftance  of  our  gratitude  to

*  About  thirty  years  ago,  the  author  of  the  above  verfes  (Rev. 
Dr.  Smith)  publifhed  a  plan  of  education,  and  a  fcheme  for  found¬ 
ing  a  College,  at  Neiv-Tork ,  entitled  “  A  general  idea  of  the  College 
of  Miraniaf  and  thefe  verfes  were  prefixed,  as  fpoken  at  the  opening 
of  fucb  College.

On  this  Occafion,  the  Students, 
entertained  the  Public  with  the  Tragedy  of  GUSTAVUS 
VASi\,  the  great  Deliverer  of  Sweden  from  Danifb  Oprejpofi ; 
a  Performance  breathing,  throughout' the  whole,  the  moll:  ani¬ 
mated  Sentiments  of  Liberty,  Heroifm  and  ; public  Spirit.  It  was 
received  with  the  jufteft  Approbation,  and  especially  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Lines  of  the  occafional  Epilogue;  the  latter  Part  of  which, 
calling  the  more  immediate  Attention  of  the  Audience  to  their 
favorite  Hero,  in  whofe  Prefence  it  was  fpoken,  drew  Tears  of 
Gfatulation  from  every  Eye,  and  repeated  Burfts  of  Applaufe 
from  every  Heart.— -The  Speaker  was  Mr.  William  Hsmjley.-—

The  prefent  Price  of  Boarding,  Washing,  &c.  in  the  College 
Lodgings  is  Twenty-three  Pounds  ten  Shillings  per  Annum,  and 
fik  Pounds  Tuition  or  School  Money  for  the  ClaJJical,  Mathema¬ 
tical  and  Philofophic  Branches  of  Learning-  Three  Pounds  more 
is  required  for  Room  or  Chamber-Rent,  the  whole  being  Thir¬ 
ty-two  Pounds  ten  Shillings  per  Annum.
